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Volume and Value of Our Trade. (Page 483.) 

Comparison of the first nine months of 1930 with 
the corresponding period of the basic year 1924 
shows that, after due allowance for price changes, 
the volume of United Kingdom imports was 9-7 per 
cent. greater, that of domestic exports 8-2 per cent. 
smaller, and of re-exports 18-6 per cent. less. The 
average values of 1930 were respectively 21:3, 19-0 
and 19-1 per cent. lower. 


Trade of the Departmental Stores. (Page 491.) 

For this, our second article on retail trade con- 
ditions, returns have been obtained from 127 stores, 
as against 86 last month. In view of the general 
condition of business, the reported increase in turn- 
over, as compared with September, 1929, is a better 
record than might have been expected. 


Australian Tariff Board’s Activities. (Page 493.) 

A reprint is given from the Board’s Annual Report 
of the revisions which were effected in the Australian 
Customs Tariff during the year ended June 30 last. 
Other sections of the Report, dealing with prices of 
the products of protected industries, labour and over- 
head costs and manufacturers’ profits, are reviewed. 


Foreign Coal, Iron and Steel. (Page 494.) 
Production of coal in August was smaller than in 
the corresponding month of last year in the chief 
areas under survey. A further setback occurred in 
the output of pig iron and crude steel, except in the 
United States, where crude steel showed some 
recovery. 


British Iron and Steel Output. (Page 498.) 
Pig iron production showed a small recovery of 
8,300 tons, and crude steel a substantial one of 
129,300 tons in September from the fall in August. 


Twelve Months’ Shipbuilding. (Page 498.) 

The large proportion of tonnage intended for the 
carriage in tanks of oil, ete., and the continued in- 
crease in the demand for internal-combustion engines 
were outstanding features of the shipbuilding indus- 
try during the year ended June 30 last. 

Documentation of Shipments for Mexico. (Page 504.) 

Information is given of the procedure which should 
be adopted in shipping goods to Mexico in accordance 
with notices recently published in that country. 


Import Trade of the Philippine Islands. (Page 505.) 


There was a steady increase in the overseas trade 
of these Islands during the three years 1927-29. 
Imports from Great Britain have declined steadily 
in percentage, however, since 1925, and H.M. 
Consul-General at Manila is of the opinion that this 
loss is not due entirely to the handicap of import 
duties as compared with American goods, which 
continue to grow in favour. Some German and 
Swiss lines show remarkable increases. 





Franco-Roumanian Trade Agreement. (Page 507.) 
A Convention of Commerce and Navigation 
between France and Roumania came into force pro- 
visionally on Se hanger 15 for a first period of two 
years, commencing 15 days after ratification. We 
give an outline of the chief clauses. 
Roumanian Tariff Reductions. (Page 510.) 
Consequent upon the Commercial Treaty between 
Roumania and Czechoslovakia which was signed in 
June last, reductions of import duty on various 
classes of Czechosiovak goods came into force on 
September 1. The lower rates apply equally to 
similar goods produced in the United Kingdom, or 
any other country enjoving most-favoured-nation 
treatment. 


Engineering, Electricity and Gas at the B.I.F. 
(Page 512.) 
British engineering products will occupy space 
second only in extent to the hardware group at the 
Birmingham Section of the next British Industries 
Fair. The electrical and gas industries will both 
have comprehensive exhibits.

VOLUME AND VALUE OF OUR 
OVERSEAS TRADE. 


FIRST NINE MONTHS OF 1930. 


COMPARISON OF RECENT QUARTERLY 
PERIODS. 


The issue of the ‘‘ B.T.J.,’’ dated October 16, in- 
cluded a review of the overseas trade of the United 
Kingdom during recent quarterly periods, and, in 
particul: ir, a comparison was made between the trade 
of the last three months and that of the third a 
of 1929 in certain important classes of goods, details of 
the external trade in which are recorded by quantities 
in the monthly Trade Accounts.* 


In continuation of our quarterly series of articles 
dealing with the volume of our overseas trade, we now 
give, on pages 488 and 489, a comparison between the 
import and export trade of the first nine months of the 
year 1924 and the trade of the corresponding period 
of 1930, as revalued on the basis of the average values 
shown by the records of the earlier period. ‘These 
figures establish a relation between the volume of our 
external trade in the two periods, eliminating as far as 
possible the factor of price changes, and they also 
furnish an index of the aggregate effect of the altera- 
tions in prices which have taken place in the inter- 
vening six years. By relating these data to similar 
data ‘previously calculated in respect of preceding 
periods, we are enabled to review broadly the trend of 
our overseas trade on a quantitative basis and also the 
price variations experienced in that trade since 1924. 


It may be mentioned that, in order to complete these 
surveys of the various important classes of overseas 
trade, it has been necessary to include estimates in 
respect of goods for which particulars of the quantities 
imported or exported are not recorded; such estimates 
relate, in most cases, to relatively minor parts of the 
groups affected. 


GENERAL RESULTS. 


The results of the revaluation of the external trade 
of the United Kingdom during the first nine months of 
1930, at the average values of 1924, are summarised !n

Comparison with first nine months of 1924.—On the 
basis of declared values, imports and exports, both cl 
United Kingdom goods, and . imported merchandise, 
were at a substantially lower level in the first nine 
months of 1930 than in he ‘corresponding period ot 
1924. When, however, allowance is made for price 
changes during the intervening six years, it is found 
that the volume of imports was 9-7 per cent. greater 
during the past nine months than in the first nine 
months of 1924. Exports, on the other hand, were 
much smaller in volume, the decline being 8-2 per cent. 
in the case of exports of United Kingdom goods, and

The average values of imports, domestic exports and 
re-exports were respectively 21:3, 19:0 and 19-1 per 
cent. lower during the past nine months than in the 
corresponding period of 1924.

A comparison of the figures for the third quarters of 
the years 1929 and 1930 shows a decline in volume 
during the latest quarter, this decline being very much 
greater in the case of exports of United Kingdom goods 
than in respect of either imports or exports of im- 
ported merchandise. The index number for domestic 
exports has fallen from 108-9 to 84°8, and, while the 
index numbers show a marked fall in the last quarter, 
the fall has only been about one-fourth of that between 
the first and second quarters of this year. 

During the past quarter the influence of the fall in 
prices has been rather more marked in the case of 
domestic exports than in the case of imports, but the 
price index number for exports is still appreciably 
above that for imports. During the past year, how- 
ever, the average values of imports have fallen by 
about 12 per cent., as compared with a fall of little 
more than 5 per cent. in the average values for ex- 
ports, and a year ago the price index number for 
imports was higher than that for exports of United 
Kingdom goods. The decline in average values, both 
of imports and of domestic exports, between the second 
and third quarters of this year was less than that 
which had taken place between the first and second 
quarters.

It will be understood that the quarter-by-quarter 
method of compiling the index numbers given in the 
above table does not serve the purpose of making a 
strict comparison between the indices of successive 
quarters unless the price and volume variations which 
occurred during the base year 1924 are also taken into 
account. The effect of such an adjustment is shown 
later in this article.

Food, Drink and Tobacco.—The volume of retained 
imports of food, drink and tobacco last quarter was 
slightly less than a year ago, but more than in the 
third quarter of 1924. The meat group is the only one 
in which there was little variation in volume last 
quarter, as compared with the corresponding quarters 
of either 1929 or 1924. Grain and flour show a decline 
of 6 per cent., as compared with a year earlier, and of 
over 23 per cent. as compared with the corresponding 
quarter of 1924. The dutiable food group shows an 
opposite movement, there being increases of about 
38 and 40 per cent. respectively above the quantities 
recorded for the corresponding quarters of 1929 and 
1924. Tobacco and non-dutiable food (other than 
cereals and meat) show a small decline in retained 
imports as compared with last year, but an increase 
on the quantities recorded during the third quarter of 
1924. 


Raw Materials.—The volume of retained imports 
of raw materials was substantially less last quarter 
than a year ago or in the third quarter of 1924. The 
decline affected practically all the various groups in 
the class, the only ones to show an increase in quan- 
tity as compared with last year being miscellaneous 
raw materials and raw wool, in the latter of which the 
increase was about 26 per cent. Retained imports 
of raw cotton declined in quantity by 25 per cent. on 
the year. 


Manufactured Articles—There was a decrease of 
about 5 per cent. in the volume of retained imports ot 
articles wholly or mainly manufactured as compared 
with the third quarter of 1929, but an increase of 
about 20 per cent. if comparison be made with 1924. 
Many of the groups remained at about the same level 
as in 1929, though differing in some cases widely from 
the 1924 figures, e.g., retained imports of electrical

In our issue of Si ptember 20 (\payes JHU 6), We Were 
able LO present the first ol a series of returus relating 


to the turnover of departmental stores which are being

The reduction of stocks this year in comparison with 
last is shown as somewhat greater in the September 
returns than in those for August. There is a larger 
falling off in every district; the London returns, while 
still showing a less decrease than those of other 
districts, are nearer to the average than was the case in 
August.

TARIFF BOARD’S ANNUAL REPORT. 


The Report of the Tariff Board for the year ended 
June 30, 1980, contains a general review of the Board's 
tivities during the year, -including a _ detailed 
specification of the matters on which the Board fur- 
sished reports and recommendations. An interesting 
ection of the Report is devoted to the Tariff revisions 
which have been effected during the year. This section 
3 reprinted below :— 


TARIFF REVISION. 

Tariff Proposals introduced into Parliament during 
the twelve months ended June 30, 1930, involved altera- 
tions to 164 of the 431 items in the Customs Tariff 
1921-28. The 164 items altered represented in the 
1921-28 Tariff 434 items and sub-items which, as the 
result of the Proposals, have been increased to 600 items 
and sub-items. In addition, the Proposals have added 
two new items to the Tariff, one of which comprises 
three sub-items, making in all 604 items and sub-items. 
A comparison of the nature of the duties provided for in 
the Customs Tariff 1921-28 and those provided for in the 
Proposals is given hereunder :

As the net increase in the number of items and sub-. 


items resulting from the Tariff Proposals is 170 and the 
increase in the items and sub-items providing alterna- 
tive fixed or ad valorem rates is 100 it will be seen that 
there is a decided tendency to adopt that form of pro- 
tection in preference to the other forms. The object ot 
the alternative rates is to ensure adequate protection to 
Australian manutacturers against competition from 
very low-priced imported goods on which the actual 
amount of duty, if levied on an ad valorem basis only, 
would be inappreciable. 

[fn its Annual Report for the year ended June 30, 
1928, the Board drew attention to the marked increase 
in the Tariff rates in the Customs Tariff 1921-28 as com- 
pared with those in the Customs Tariff 1908, in which 
latter there were only eight items whch provided ad 
valorem duties of 40 per cent. and over. Since the date 
of that Report further marked increases in the Tariff 
have been made. The following table shows a compari- 
son between the figures quoted by the Board on the pre- 
vious occasion* referred to and those applicable to the 
Tariff and Proposals in operation on June 30, 1930 :—

In comparing the figures given above it must be re- 
membered that, as a result of a recent Tariff Proposals, 
there has been an appreciable increase in the number of 
sub-items. Nevertheless, the increased protection 
afforded by the Customs Tariff 1921-28, as amended by 
the Proposals, is even greater than the increases in the 
ad valorem rates shown above for the following 
reasons : — 


(a) In fifteen of the 418 sub-items the ad valorem 
rate is only part of a composite, i.e., a fixed 
rate duty is charged in addition to the ad 
valorem rate shown ; 


(b) In 172 of the sub-items in addition to the ad 
valorem rate shown an alternative fixed rate is 
also provided and the ad valorem rate is only 
charged where it returns a higher duty than 
would be payable at the fixed rate. The ad 
valorem equivalent of the fixed rate duty may 
be considerably higher than the ad valorem 
rate provided in the Tariff Item. 


The following table, in which the 418 items and sub- 
items have been divided into the respective classes, 
indicates the position in this connection :

In addition to the proposed amendments to the Tariff 
Schedule, a special duty at the rate of 50 per cent. of 
the existing duties was imposed on 132 items and sub- 
items as on and from April 4, 1930, while, by a Pro- 
clamation operating on and from the same date, the 
importation of certain goods is prohibited unless the 
consent in writing of the Minister has first been 
obtained. 


Since the close of the year ended June 30, 1930, a pro- 
posal to further amend the Customs Tariff Schedule in

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respect of a few items has been introduced by the Gov- 
ernment, as has also a proposal for the imposition of a 
primage duty of 2} per cent. on all goods entering the 
Commonwealth (with minor exceptions). This action 
has apparently been taken for revenue purposes only. 


The year covered by this Report has been unprece- 
dented in the history of Tariff making in Australia. 
The extent of the changes that have been made is indi- 
cated by the foregoing statement. The circumstances 
leading up to these changes are well known. A growing 
external borrowing policy, coupled with high prices for 
many of Australia’s export commodities, had stimulated 
a heavy flow of imports. Then followed a sudden shrink- 
age in both the quantity and value of our exports, which 
affected our overseas credit, and external borrowing 
came to an abrupt termination. Imports continued as a 
result of previous commitments and in anticipation of a 
normal market. The exchange position moved unfavour- 
ably against Australia and it became imperative to safe- 
guard our London credit. In the meantime unemploy- 
ment in Australia became steadily worse. In an effort 
to rectify the exchange position and provide further 
employment, the Commonwealth Government on Novem- 
her 21, 1929, introduced into Parliament a proposed 
Tariff Schedule providing for increased duties under a 
large number of items and sub-items of the Tariff. This 
Schedule was followed by two further Schedules, intro- 
duced on December 11, 1929, and June 19, 1930, re- 
spectively. As already indicated herein, the proposals 
introduced up to the end of the year dealt with in this 
Report involved alterations to 164 of the 431 items in 
the Customs Tariff 1921-28, while the 434 items and sub- 
items comprised in the 164 items altered have been in- 
creased by the proposals to 604 items and sub-items. 


At the time the Schedule of November 21, 1929, was 
introduced, the Government held reports from the Tariff 
Board on a number of items in respect of which up till 
then no action had been taken. The Government, how- 
ever, considered that the existing circumstances re- 
quired a more comprehensive schedule than could be 
hased on the reports in hand, and, therefore, included a 
number of items which were subsequently referred to the 
Board. An assurance was given to Parliament that 
reports by the Board on all items included would be 
available when the Schedules were being debated with 
a view to ratification. 


At the time the November Schedule was introduced 
the Board was engaged in the preparation ef reports on 
subjects into which enquiries had already been held. 
Immediately these were completed, the Board com- 
menced enquiries into items embodied in the Schedules. 
Delay in the holding of enquiries and the furnishing of 
reports in connection with these items was, however, 
occasioned by the Board being required to enquire and 
report on certain subjects not included in the Schedules. 
The Board has enquired into most of the more import- 
ant items in the Schedules. The greater proportion of 
those that remain to be dealt with are of comparatively 
minor importance, many of them being more in the 
nature of revenue duties. 


Other sections of the Report deal with prices of the 
products of protected industries, labour and overhead 
costs and the profits of manufacturers. 


With regard to the prices of the products of protected 
industries, the Board state that the information made 
available in the course of enquiries held during the 
twelve months under review threw light on the ques- 
tion of the prices of protected goods in Australia, as 
compared with the prices of similar goods obtaining in 
other countries. This information revealed that cer- 
tain local products, e.g., boots and shoes, blankets and 
rugs, concrete mixers, corsets, canned fruits and vege- 
tubles, pickles, sauces, ete., and soap (all of which 
have secured practically the whole or a substantial 
proportion of the Australian market), produced under 
the shelter of a protective duty, were being sold at prices 
considerably below the landed duty-paid costs of similar 
imported goods. In these cases the duty had assisted 
in establishing successful industries and had not materi- 
ally added to the cost of the products. Further, 
although certain other commodities cost much more to 
produce in Australia than overseas, the cost to the 
Australian consumer did not appear to have been raised 
by the imposition of protective duty, and had, in some 





| 
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cases, e.g., in the case of motor vehicle gears, beey 
reduced, the establishment of the local industry in such 
cases having influenced the price reduction. While this 
was the case in regard to some goods, many other goods 
manufactured under the protection of the Tariff were 
being sold at prices equal to, or in excess of the landed 
cost of similar imported goods, including the amount 
of duty payable. The Report gives examples of this 
based on a comparison of the Australian factory selling 
prices, and the landed duty-paid (duties operative up 
to November, 1929) prices of a number of products in- 
cluding excavators, locomotives, bolts and nuts, copper 
wire, brass rods, wrapping paper, dressed rice, etc. 


After drawing attention to the serious fall in the 
prices of Australian export commodities, as evidenced 
by a comparison between the prices ruling in the United 
Kingdom in June, 1929, and June, 1930, the Board 
state that, in the past, in spite of the higher level of 
costs existing in Australia, export industries have main- 
tained economic production because of the high value 
of their products. It seems quite certain, however, this 
cannot continue, and that the only hope of maintain. 
ing the flow of exports is to reduce the general level 
of costs in Australia. Therefore, it is imperative that 
ine wide difference between the prices of certain pro- 
ducts of Australian protected industries and those of 
similar commodities from overseas countries must be 
reduced. 


‘* Where the Australian manufacturers have gained 
‘the Australian market by reason of the high quality 
of their products, and by a reduction in their prices 
as, tor instance, in the case of boots, the im ports 
have diminished with the result that while there is 
« loss of Customs revenue, such loss is offset by the 
lower cost to users of boots. If, however, a duty 
aimed at equalising the cost of production in Aus- 
tralia as against overseas is raised to a rate which 
represents prohibition, there is a grave risk of loss 
of Customs revenue without securing the advantage 
of reduced prices of the local commodity. When this 
happens the consumer will pay in the price of the 
‘local article the amount previously collected as 
Customs duty on the imported goods, and will, sub- 
sequently, be called upon to make up the loss of 
Customs revenue in the form of direct taxation. This 
means that where reduction in prices is not brought 
about, other branches of industry are in the position 
of having to subsidise, through direct taxation to the 
extent of the revenue previously collected, the new 
industry that has resulted from the prohibitive Tariff. 
It follows that the burden of further direct taxation 
without a compensating fall in the cost of the manu- 
factured goods must tend to dislocate industry and 


cause unemployment. ’’

BELGIUM. 


The returns for August indicate some slight recovery 
of coal output, the aggregate and the average dailv 
outputs both being higher than those recorded in the 
two previous months. On the basis of 24-6 working 
days reported for the month, the August production 


averaged 88,900 tons daily, as against averages of 
86,040 tons in July, 88,270 tons in June, 1930, and 
84,990 tons in August, 1929. Coal stocks at the end 
of August amounted to 1,815,330 tons, an increase of 
123,860 tons as compared with a month earlier, and 
of 1,511,330 tons as compared with August, 1929. The 


production of pig iron and of steel ingots and castings 
showed further shrinkage, the August aggregates in 
both cases being the lowest recorded since February, 
1926. Per calendar day, the tonnage of pig iron made 
averaged 7,960 tons, as compared with 8,380 tons in 
July, and 11,210 tons in August, 1929. Furnaces in 
blast at the end of August numbered 47, a reduction 
of two as compared with the beginning of the month, 
and of ten as compared with a year earlier. The 
gate output of finished steel products amounted to 
202,710 tons in August, as compared with 205,700 
tons in July, and 300,940 tons in August, 1929.

Iron and Steel Export Prices.—The release by the 
Continental Steel Cartel of semi-finished material from 
further price control was followed by considerable re- 
ductions in quotations for export. 1t is reported, how- 
ever, that the new rates did not differ materially from 
those in force unofficially prior to the release. Prices 
of finished material were weak throughout September, 
and substantial reductions were recorded. Export 
prices (f.0.b. Antwerp) per long ton (2,240 lb.) at the

GERMANY. 

With the exception of the output in May last, the 
aggregate coal production for August was the smallest 
monthly output recorded since May, 1926. Further 
contraction of pig iron output was recorded for August. 
The production averaged 23,460 tons per calendar day, 
as against 24,470 tons in July, 1930, and 87,090 tons 
in August, 1929. ‘The figures show that, in the aggre- 
gate, the August make of pig iron was the smallest 
since June, 1926, and that, on a daily basis, it was 
the lowest since May, 1926. Furnaces in blast at the 
end of August numbered 74, as compared with 77 at 
the beginning of the month, and 96 a year earlier. 
The August aggregate pig iron output (727,210 tons) 
included 100 tons of forge and Bessemer iron, 124,690 
tons of foundry and hematite (including direct cast- 
ings), 468,740 tons of basic, and 133,680 tons of ferro- 
alloys. As compared with the previous month some 
slight increase was shown in the rate of steel output 
during August. No general improvement was _ indi- 
cated, for the rate still remains at about the low level 
of the early months of 1926. On the basis of 26 work- 
ing days reported for the month, the production of 
steel ingots and castings averaged 33,930 tons daily, 
as against 33,010 tons in July (27 working days) and 
51,090 tons in August, 1929 (27 working days). The 
production of finished steel products in August (26 
working days) was 609,900 tons, as compared with 
653,720 tons in July (27 working days) and 1,001,370 
tons in August, 1929 (27 working days). 

Iron and Steel Prices.—During September no 
changes were made by the various associations in the 
inland prices already fixed by them. The release of 
semi-products and joists from the price control of the 
Continental Steel Cartel was followed by considerable 
reductions in the quotations for these products. 
Finished products also cheapened during the month. 
Representative quotations (f.o.b. Hamburg) at the end 
of September included the following:—Blooms, 
£3 10s.-£83 11s.; billets, £23 11s.-£3 12s. 6d.; sheet 
bars, £3 14s.-£3 15s.; joists, £4-£4 2s.; merchant

UNITED STATES. 

The aggregate August coal output (87,367,000 tons) 
included 81,840,000 tons of bituminous and 5,527,000 
tons of anthracite coal. These totals show seasonal 
advances over those for recent months, but in the case 
of anthracite the August aggregate was the highest 
since January last. On the basis of 26 working days 
reported for the month, the bituminous production 
averaged 1,225,000 tons daily in August, as compared 
with 1,192,000 tons in July, 1930, and 1,471,000 tons 
in August, 1929. The corresponding tonnages of 
anthracite coal produced daily were 213,000 tons, 
194,000 tons and 197,000 tons. Further contraction 
in the production of pig tron was indicated by the 
returns for August. The tonnage produced averaged 
81,420 tons per calendar day, this rate being the 
smallest recorded since October, 1924, when it was 
79,910 tons. Furnaces in blast at the end of August 
numbered 139, a net loss of five (eight furnaces blown 
out and three blown in) as compared with the begin- 
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ning of the month and of seventy-one as compared 
with a year earlier. The output of stecl ingots in 
August showed a slight increase over the previous 
month, when the aggregate output was the lowest 
recorded since December last, and the average daily 
output was the lowest recorded since September, 1924 
The daily output in August averaged 119,050 tons, ag 
against 112,820 tons in July, 1980, and 182,930 tons iy 
August, 1929. 

Iron and Steel Prices.—Reductions in the prices of 
pig iron ranging from 50 cents to 1 dollar per grogg 
ton (2,240 lb.) were recorded at several centres during 
September. Among the descriptions of finished steel, 
bars were dearer at Pittsburg and New York at the 
end of the month as compared with the beginning by 
‘05 cents per lb. At Chicago and Cleveland, however, 
bars were cheaper by the same amount. ‘Tank plates 
and structural shapes at Chicago were also reduced 
during the course of September by -05 cents per lb. 
Structural shapes at New York showed an advance of 
of ‘05 cents per lb. Representative quotations for 
iron and steel at the end of September were: No, 2 
foundry pig iron, Philadelphia, 18 dols. 76 cents; 
No. 2 foundry pig iron, Valley furnace, 17 dols, 
50 eents; re-rolling billets, Pittsburg, 31 dols.; sheet 
bars, Pittsburg, 31 dols., and forging billets, Pittsburg, 
36 dols., all prices per ton (2,240 Ibs.). The following 
were representative quotations (per lb. to large buyers) 
for certain finished steel products: Bars, Chicago, 
1:70 cents; tank plates, Pittsburg, 1-60 cents; and 
structural shapes, Chicago, 1-70 cents.

GALLANTRY AT SEA. 
THE KING’S RECOGNITION. 

His Majesty the King has been graciously pleased to 
confer the Decoration of the Albert Medal upon Mr. 
Robert Murray Kavanaugh, of Darlinghurst, New 
South Wales. 

The following is an account of the gallantry in 
saving life in respect of which the Decoration has 
been conferred :— 

On the evening of January 12, 1929, Colin J. Stewart, a 
boy of 14 years of age, was bathing at Bondi Beach, New 
South Wales, some fifty yards from the shore, when he was 
attacked by a shark which inflicted serious injuries to his 
right side and hip. Robert Murray Kavanaugh, aged 
twenty-two years, of Darlinghurst, New South Wales, who 
was bathing some few yards from Stewart, without hesita- 
tion swam to his assistance and had almost reached him when 
the shark made a second attack on Stewart. 

Undeterred by the danger to himself, Kavanaugh secured 
hold of Stewart and struggled with him towards the shore. 
He had gone a considerable distance when he was met by 
two other men and together they carried Stewart to the 
beach, where he was given medical attention and then con- 
veyed to hospital. Stewart, however, succumbed to his 
injuries the following morning.

MINERS’ WELFARE COMMITTEE:

REPORT ON SWANSEA DIVISION. 


The Report for 1929 of Mr. T. Ashley on the inspection of 
mines under the Coal Mines Act in the Swansea Division, 
which includes the counties of Glamorgan (West), Carmar- 
then, Brecon (West) and Pembroke, states that about 53,000 
persons were employed in coal mining and the output was 
134 million tons. 

The Report includes statistical details of all reported 
accidents, fatal and non-fatal, during the year, and gives 
brief descriptions of some of the more serious fatalities. 
Falls of ground continue to be the most prolific source of 
accident, and a considerable portion of the Report is devoted 
to discussion of measures which should be taken to avoid 
them. The Inspector points out that steel props have as yet 


made no headway in the division.

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On the question of ventilation the Inspector recommends 
that in seams worked with naked lights special care should 
be taken with cavities in the roof, and that generaliy more 
provision should be made for the air currents being split, for 
the maintenance of larger and straighter return airways and 
for keeping brattice and air-pipes close to the face in places 
in advance of the general line of face. 

in connection with underground haulage accidents, Mr. 
Ashley discusses the design of safety shackle pins and run- 
away switches. Many accidents from runaways occur and 
every precaution should be taken to avoid the dangers of 
miscoupling by using safety shackles, stop-blocks and run- 
away switches. The use of inter-connected stop blocks and 
safety switches is recommended on main haulage roads where 
there is danger of runaways.

IRON AND STEEL PRODUCTION IN 
SEPTEMBER. 


The National Federation of Lron and Steel Manufacturers 
reports that 425,000 tons of pig iron were produced in Sep- 
tember, as compared with 416,700 tons in August, 664,600 
tons in Sepember, 1929, and a monthly average of 855,000 
tons in 1913. 

Furnaces in blast at the end of September numbered 104, 
two furnaces having commenced operations, and two having 
gone out of blast, since the beginning of the month. 


The September output of pig iron included 121,200 tons of 
hematite, 163,400 tons of basic, 107,300 tons of foundry, and 
21,000 tons of forge pig iron. 


The production of steel ingots and castings in September 
amounted to 580,600 tons, compared with 451,300 tons in 
August, when output was affected by holidays, 847,900 tons 
in September, 1929, and a monthly average of 638,600 tons 
in 1913.

LLOYD’S REGISTER OF SHIPPING: 
REPORT FOR 1929-30. 


{n reviewing the operations of Lloyd’s Register of Ship- 
ping for the year ended June 30, 1930, three facts in con- 
nection with the development of international shipping call 
for special notice, states the Annual Report. These are 
the large volume of tonnage built to class with the Society ; 
the large proportion of that tonnage intended for the 
carriage in tanks of oil and other commodities; and the

continued increase in the demand for internal combustion 
engines, especially in new tanker tonnage. 


THe SHIPBUILDING OUTLOOK. 


The figures, both for new vessels to which classes were 
assigned by the Society and projected vessels for which 
plans were approved, show a noteworthy increase upon 
those for the previous year. As indicated above, the 
increase was largely due to vessels intended for carrying 
oil. This type of vessel represents 20 per cent. of the 
tonnage classed, and 55 per cent. of the tonnage for which 
plans have been passed. The world shortage of tanker 
tonnage, which was experienced about a year ago, is thus 
being rapidly overcome. 

As regards ordinary cargo ships, it is evident that with 
the freight market remaining at its present low and, in 
many cases, unremunerative level, there is no inducement 
for shipowners to order new tonnage. It is not surprising, 
therefore, to find that the most recent returns indicate a 
heavy falling off in the placing of orders. This is most 
marked in the returns for the past three months, which 
are less than 59 per cent. of these for the corresponding 
period in any of the preceding three years. 

The very serious increase during the past vear in the 
number of ships laid up throughout the world is evidence 
of the fact that the continued expansion of world tonnage 
has not been counterbalanced by a similar expansion in 
overseas trade, and it is only to an improvement in the 
latter that the shipping industries can look for better 
times. 


New VESSELS CLASSED AND PLANNED DvurRING 1929-30. 


The number of new vessels to which classes were assigned 
hy the Committee during the twelve months ended June 30 
last was 637 vessels of 1,807,816 tons gross, as against 547 
of 1,748,507 tons during the preceding twelve months. 

During this period plans for 601 vessels, of 2,081,610 
tons, were approved by the Committee of Lloyd’s Register, 
these figures being the highest reached since the record 
year of 1920. Of this projected tonnage, 59-89 per cent. 
(1,246,715 tons) was intended to be built in Great Britain 
and Ireland, and 40-11 per cent. (834,895 tons) in other 


countries.

The gross amount is subject to 
deductions in respect of refunds, statutory de- 
ductions, including costs of collection and administration 
and the proportion due to the Exchequer, under the 
Finance Act, 1926, from the net receipts of the taxation 
of motor eyeles and vehicles taxed on horse-power. 

Particulars are given of the total numbers of licences 
issued and surrendered during the nine months ended 
August 31, and of the approximate numbers of licences 
current on that date. The total number of motor vehicles, 
excluding tramecars and trade licences, was approximately

CALCUTTA. 

tubber is grown mainly in Southern India and Burma. 
the number of plantations in 1929 was 3,390, covering an 
area of 252,767 acres, as against 2,782, with an area of 
245,907* acres in 1928. New lands planted with rubber in 

estates during last year, so far reported, amounted to 
8,668 acres, and the area of old cultivation abandoned to 
1820 acres, showing a net increase of 3,848 acres over the 
total area of 167,058* acres in 1928. The total area under 
tubber in the year under report was thus 170,906 acres, or 
2 per cent. above the area of the previous year, and of this 
area only 112,177 acres were tapped. Of the total area 
under cultivation, 53 per cent. was in Burma, 30 per cent. 11 
Travancore, 9 per cent. in Madras, 6 per cent. in Cochin, 
and 2 per cent. in Coorg and Mysore. 


PRODUCTION. 

The total production of raw rubber during the year is 
reported to have been 28,022,842 lbs. (Hevea 27,704,626 !bs., 
Ceara 302,433 Ibs., and Ficus elastica 15,783 Ibs.), as against 
26,839,332 lbs. (Hevea 26,736,441 lbs., Ceara 64,278 lIbs., and 
Fieus elastica 38,613 lbs.) in 1928. There was a general in- 
crease in production last year except in Madras, which 
showed a fall of about 8 per cent.

The following information as to the procedure which 
should be adopted in shipping goods to Mexico is based on 
nctices recently published in Mexico, copies of which have 
been received trom H.M. Consular Representatives in that 
country. 

Shipments are customarily made through the medium of 
a Customs broker or forwarding agent at the port of entry, 
who should be supplied by the shipper with the following 
documents, viz.:—(1) bill of lading; (2) six copies of the 
commercial invoice; and (3) two copies of the packing list.

9.—The country where the goods were manufactured. 


The last sheet of the. original of each invoice must be 
signed by the shipper, and in cases where the name of 
the shipper is affixed by means of a typewriter, or a 
rubber stamp, the signature of an authorised person must 
appear directly under the name of the shipper. Facsimiles 
or the reproduction of signatures by means of a mimeo- 
graph machine, or otherwise, will not be accepted by the 
Custom House. A carbon copy of an invoice, or a copy 
made on a reproducing machine, when properly executed, 
will serve the purpose of an original. 

The last sheet of the original invoice must be signed 
by the purchaser, under a declaration reading as follows :—

The date and the place where the declaration is made, 
must be shown immediately below the declaration. 

A 50-cent. Revenue stamp and a d-cent. Public Debt 
stamp must be affixed to the last sheet of each original 
invoice, and cancelied by the purchaser. The date of 
the declaration and the date of the cancellation of the 
stamps, must agree. 

As each invoice must be separately transcribed on to 
the dispatch papers, shippers should limit the number of 
invoices as much as possible. 

It has been ruled that a consignee may give a general 
power of attorney to a Customs broker to sign invoices for 
him, or may give a separate power of attorney for each 
consignment. By adopting this procedure, a considerable 
saving of time is effected. In practice, a separate power 
of attorney for each consignment is usually given, in order 
to avoid the expense of a general power of attorney. 

It may be mentioned that the commercial invoice, which 
is purelv a commercial document, has no prescribed size or 
form. Metric units are not required, but are preferable. 


Packing List.—Two copies of this are supplied for the 
use of the Customs broker or forwarding agent in prepar- 
ing the ‘‘ pedimento’’ (Customs list). A suggested form 
for the packing list may be seen by persons interested at 
the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W.1. It is important that weights be given 
accurately, as approximate weights may result in fines 
being levied.

Customs Classification of Goods.—It is impossible {, 
secure a Customs ruling concerning the rate of duty pay. 
able on a particular type of goods unless the consignmen; 
is already in Mexican fiscal territory; so that in order 
to secure a ruling it is customary to make a small initia] 
shipment. If the importer or his Customs broker does no; 
agree with the Customs Inspector at the port of entry a; 
to the correct classification of the goods, a protest and 
request for a revision of the ruling must be made to the 
Director-General of Customs in Mexico City. 


NETHERLAND EAST INDIES. 
CONDITIONS ON THE EAST 
OF SUMATRA. 


In the introduction to a Report on the Economic Situation 
of the Province of the East Coast of Sumatra during the 
first half of 1930, the Medan Chamber of Commerce states 
that the effects of the slump which set in last year are now 
being definitely felt throughout the district, where an 
economic fall is registered which can be compared to the 
conditions during the years 1920-23, although on comparison 
the present position would appear to be slightly better. 

The causes of the depression have not arisen during the 
last few months. Since 1924 the prices of export products 
have continually decreased. As regards rubber, only one- 
tenth of the price paid at the end of 1925 is now being 
obtained. The fact should not be lost sight of that the dis. 
parity between world consumption and production of rubber 
has already existed for ten years. The position has been 
obscured in the past by artificial restriction of production, 
which kept prices at one time abnormally high. Rubber 
planting was considerably extended during that period, 
much of the additional area is now ready for tapping, and 
thus the disparity between supply and demand continues to 
increase. 

In reviewing all the schemes and endeavours to improve 
the rubber position, note should be taken that there are 
here abnormal accumulations of stocks as a result of un- 
favourable times. A more serious factor however, that 
the world has over-invested capital in the po a industry. 
The investments during the last ten years have greatly ex- 
ceeded the purchasing power of the demand, and, although 
the consumption has increased, it has not kept pace with the 
increase in production. That an improvement in the posi- 
tion can be obtained is difficult to foresee. 


TRADE COAST 


REACTION ON [IMPORTS AND Exports. 

It has previously been stated, continues the Report, that 
the reaction of the present trade depression would not be 
particularly felt on imports and articles for consumption, 
because the large plantations circulate practically the same 
amount of money as in former and better periods. The 
decrease or disappearance of staff commissions and the de- 
creased purchasing power of the self-producing natives will, 
of course, affect the imports in due course, but it is con- 
sidered that no very great influence will be noticed from 
these factors. A reduction in the imports of construction 
materials will necessarily occur owing to the standstill in the 
extension of the various prominent plantations. 

The decrease in imports has actually remained within 4 
narrow margin. Export values have increased owing to the 
larger quantities exported. The following figures show the 
quantity and value of imports and exports during the first 
six months of 1930 and the two previous years:

The important increase of the gross export quantity was 
almost entirely due to petroleum products. The quantity of 
imports decreased by 6-1 per cent. and the value by 7-2 pet 
cent.; indeed, a moderate decrease, which would seem t 
prove that the general effects of trade depression are not yet 
being fully felt in this district. As may be seen from the 
figures appearing later in the Report, the imports of pro 
ductive materials have decreased considerably. The decrease 
in imports in this Province has been less, however, than 
other parts of the Netherland East Indies, as may also be 
seen from figures given in the Report.

PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 
IMPORT TRADE CONDITIONS. 

Many comments have been made that trade conditions 
ve not really been satisfactory, writes H.M. Consul- 
general at Manila, in a *Report on Economic Conditions in 
he Philippine Islands covering the three years 1927-29. 
(ertainly those concerns particularly affected by the adverse 
con sditions have had considerable difficulties and anxieties 
juring the past two years, while the continuance of low 
spices for staples early in 1930 does not promise an 
mmediate improvement. 

Qn the other hand, imports and exports have actually in- 
yeased steadily during the period under review, and there 
ive been indications of a considerable amount of prosperity 
» the country. Building, especially in Manila, has been 
wry brisk; new office structures are continually going up 
wd new concerns starting. Motor-car business and the 
yxury trades seem to be flourishing, while certain exten- 
ions in various directions show that some concerns have 
onfidence in the future of the Islands. Reports seem to 
wree that the Filipino people themselves have appeared 
ynerally prosperous. 

In general it may be concluded that the Philippine Islands 
uring 1928 and 1929 were set for a considerable advance in 
ade and prosperity, which was not properly attained 
through the influence of unfavourable circumstances, but 
that, on the whole, the position was fair. Unfortunately the 
adverse factors are still in evidence, and the opening months 
f 1930 failed to show any marked improvement in trade and 
industry.

In the case of Great Britain cotton goods showed a fair 
increase of nearly £90,000 in 1928 over 1927, but even so our 
percentage of all cotton imports was only a little over 11 per 
Other fibre cloths and artificial silk goods showed an 
advance, as did also linseed oil. The largest decrease was in 
iron and steel goods, which declined over £40,000, mostly in

The percentage of the imports of the Philippine Islands 
supplied by the United States continues to grow slowly. It 
was 60-54 in 1926 and 57-88 in 1923. The average import 
duty collected on non-American goods was 19-2 per cent. in 
1928 and 18-3 per cent. in 1927; the handie: ap on British and 
other foreign goods 1s ev veoh, but the weakness of British 
imports seems due not entirely to the incidence of the import 
duties.

Japanese imports had a small setback in 1927 from 1926, 
more than recovered the lost ground in 1928, but declined 
again slightly in 1929. In both 1928 and 1927 more than half 
the total imports were cotton goods. Silk, which comes next 
on the list, is gaining ground considerably, especially in 
(real) silk cloths. Over a period of several years cement, 
glassware, iron and steel goods, gunny bags, hats and caps 
and paper goods show fairly steady increases in spite of 
some fluctuations. 


German imports show year after year a steady increase in 
the majority of lines, and iron and steel, especially 
machinery, motors, etc., show a remarkable increase when 
the difficulties of the market are considered. Imports of 
sulphate of ammonia have also risen greatly since 1926. 
Aluminium and brassware, drugs and medicines, paper 
goods, instruments and apparatus show some of the other 
principal increases. 


Imports from China have remained steady for several 
years, with a slight increase in 1929. Various foodstuffs, 
meat products, eggs, vegetables, etc., constitute nearly half 
of the total, but cotton goods account for about 15 per cent. 
and silk goods for nearly 10 per cent. of the whole. 


French East Indian imports fluctuate greatly year by 
vear, and were unusually large in 1929; rice is generally 
90 per cent. or more of the total, and the volume of imports 
depends on the crop in and demand from the Philippines.

FOREIGN TRADE IN AUGUST. 


The British Commercial Secretary at Warsaw reports that 
during August last imports and exports amounted in value 
to 188,491,000 zloty (£4,348,000) and 201,486,000 zloty 
(£4,648,000), an excess in the value of the latter over the 
former of 12,995,000 zloty (£300,000). It may be stated that 
during the month under revigw imports and exports were 
less by £877,000 and £1,842,000 respectively than in the 
corresponding month of last year.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, 
GENERAL BUSINESS CONDITIONS. 
The month of September witnessed some improvement jp 
business, reports the National City Bank of New York 
While, however, this was rather pronounced in some lines 


taking the situation as a whole the gains failed to carry 
conviction as to the permanency of the uptrend. 


At this time of year the seasonal increase in the demand 
for goods would naturally impart a stimulus to trade and 
industry, hence the real measure of progress must he 
judged after making allowance for these influences. Whey 
this is done it must be admitted that the showing for 
autumn business so far has not been very encouraging. 


Announcement by the American Federation of Labour of 
a decrease in unemployment among its membership from 
22 per cent. in August to 21 per cent. in September jn. 
dicated a trend in the right direction, though the gain 
could not be called particularly impressive in view of the 
large numbers out of work. Car loadings of merchandise 
and miscellaneous freight on the railways have shown a 
seasonal increase since the middle of August, and some 
satisfaction is derived from the fact that the unfavourable 
spread as compared with a year ago is no longer increasing. 
Nevertheless, total loadings for this classification in the 
four weeks ended September 13 were 15 per cent. under 
last year and the lowest for any like period since 1923. 


Seasonal expansion of commercial borrowing at banks 
and money in circulation, usually expected at this time, 
has been very moderate, and evidences of continuing re. 
adjustment in wages and basic commodity prices have 
served to strengthen the feelings of pessimism. Indica- 
tions, on the other hand, of a greater willingness on the 
part of various large consumers to contract ahead for raw 
materials at the current low prices have been a favourable 
development. 


DISAPPOINTED BusINEss MEN. 


To business men who, throughout the difficult times ot 
the spring and summer, have been looking forward to the 
autumn months to mark the commencement of business 
revival, the failure of September to develop a conclusive 
upward trend has been a keen disappointment. As _ usual, 
this feeling has been reflected in the stock market, which 
showed a firmer tendency in the latter part of August on 
hopes of better business, but which lately has been sub- 
jected to renewed liquidation of an urgent character, carry- 
ing prices of many stocks down to new low levels for the 
year. 

That the prospect of a possible deferment of any sub- 
stantial improvement in business until next year should 
have a depressing psychological influence is inevitable, but 
this is no reason for a loss of perspective on current develop- 
ments. In times like the present the public is in a highly 
nervous state and easily misled by fantastic rumours. Just 
as a year ago the mood was to exaggerate every favourable 
item of news and ignore unfavourable symptoms, so now 
the pendulum has swung the other way, and bad news is 
played up and good news thrust in the background. 
Repeated instances during the past month of panicky 
reactions to absurd alarms have given evidence of the 
extent to which the public has abandoned sound thinking 
and given itself over to hysterical imaginings. 


Retart TRADE AND Primary MARKETS. 


Reports from the retail trade, while spotty, have 
generally indicated a steady movement of goods into con- 
sumption, and this continues to be one of the most satisfac- 
tory features of the situation. During mid-summer sales 
experienced a sharp decline but began to pick up towards 
the latter part of August, and in September, with the 
return of vacationists and opening of the school season 
after Labour Day. Later in the month unfavourably warm 
shopping weather proved a retarding influence. Undoubt- 
edly the promptness with which the stores have passed the 
benefits of lower prices on to the consumer has been a large 
factor in stimulating buying, but it appears also that pur- 
chasing power has fallen off less than had been generally 
anticipated. | 


With a better movement of goods through the retail 
outlets, the stimulus has been carried back into the primary 
markets, and manufacturers, dealers, and jobbers in 4 
wide variety of lines handling articles of every-day usage 
and of the type commonly sold over the counters of retail 
stores, such as shoes, apparel, textiles, notions, etc., have 
felt an improvement in business. In cotton goods the gain 
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TRADE AND INDUSTRY—Continued. 


m activity has been particularly marked, reflecting better 
retail demand and the long curtailment of production, 
yhich has been gradually bringing about a more favourable 
balance between consumption and _ production. During 
jugust mill consumption of cotton totalled 352,335 bales, 
against 358,113 bales in August last year, a decrease of 
37 per cent. Measured in terms of operations this repre- 
ented 65-2 per cent. of single shift capacity, against 97-3 
per cent. in August last year, and the lowest since August, 
1924. 

One of the significant features of the situation has been 
‘he accumulating evidence of a reduction in stocks of mer- 
chandise. In New York City several of the large depart- 
ment stores have reported a change in the situation in the 
vast month or so, in that excess stocks in the hands of 
manufacturers and wholesalers have been much reduced, 
yhile at the same time indications of potential shortages 
lave begun to appear in various lines. 


SITUATION IN THE HEAvy INDUSTRIES. 

However, until gains are participated in by the heavier 
ndustries, including steel, building and automobiles, 
jusiness can hardly look for sustained revival, and just at 
present the outlook in these lines is much clouded. 
seasonal expansion of steel mill operations has been back- 
vard thus far, the percentage activity rate for the 
industry at the end of September being 61 per cent., com- 
pared with an average of 55 per cent. for the month of 
July, and 82 per cent. a year ago. With consumers’ stocks 
t extremely low levels, however, forward buying for re- 
nlenishment purposes has been reported on a moderately 
increased scale, and this, together with the way operations 
have held up without support from the chief consuming 
industries, are taken as encouraging symptoms. 


In the building industry the value of new contracts 
awarded during August totalled 347,318,300 dollars, 
according to the F. W. Dodge Corporation, a decrease of 
% per cent. from August of last year. An interesting 
feature is the improvement.shown in residential contracts 
which ran close to the levels of a year ago, as compared 
with large declines shown in previous months. Should this 
improvement be sustained it will mark the beginning of a 
restoration of residential construction to its former position 
of primary importance. Contracts for public works and 


utilities continue to hold up. 


RAILROAD POSITION. 


During the first six months of this year capital expendi- 
tures by the railroads amounted to 468,305,000 dols., an 
increase of 118 million dols. over the corresponding period 
of 1929, despite a marked decline in traffic and revenues. 
in this period net earnings showed a decrease of 33 per 
cent. from a year ago, and were at the rate of 3-61 per 
cent. on property investment, compared with 5-52 per cent. 
last vear. With these conditions continuing, the roads have 
been forced to look to the condition of their treasuries, 
and maintenance expenditures have been cut to the point 
vhere in June and July they were the lowest since 1918. 
Inasmuch as the railroads are large buyers of steel and 
other materials, this enforced economy is a factor in the 


steel and genera! business situation.

FRANCE—ROUMANIA. 


COMMERCIAL CONVENTION. 

A Convention of Commerce and Navigation between 
France and Roumania was signed on August 27, 1930, and 
entered provisionally into force on September 15. The Con- 
vention is concluded for a period of two years commencing 
ld) days after the exchange of ratifications, and, unless de- 
nounced six months before the expiration of that period, it 
is to continue in force indefinitely subject to termination at 
ix months’ notice. 

The Convention provides for unconditional most-favoured- 
hation treatment in respect of Customs duties and formali- 
ties; and the Protocol provides that the goods of each Party 
will benefit by the minimum Tariff of the other. A notice of

the Roumanian Tariff changes provided for in the Treaty 
appeared in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of September 25 (pages 382-4). 

Exceptions from most-favoured-nation treatment are made 

in the case of — 

(a) benefits accorded to other States with a view to facili- 
tating frontier traffic ; 

(b) the special Customs regime in the Saar Territory ; 

(c) Tariff concessions instituted in order to facilitate im- 
ports in connection with reparations, etc. ; 

(d) privileges accorded by one Party to a third country 
under an International Convention under the 
auspices of the League of Nations to which the other 
is not a Party, except on condition of reciprocity ; 


(€) special arrangements resulting from a Customs Union. 


The Convention contains provisions regarding the accept- 
ance of certificates of origin, and of analysis, where 
necessary. 

Subject to the usual reservations, the Parties undertake 
not to establish import or export prohibitions or restric- 
tions. 

National treatment is provided for as regards internal 
dues. 

Provision is made for the admission of commercial travel- 
lers properly furnished with an identity card and tor the 
duty-free admission of their samples. 

The Parties undertake to give effect in their mutual rela- 
tions to the provisions of the following International 
Conventions: 

(1) Industrial Property Convention March 20, 1883. 

(2) International Copyright Convention September 9, 

1886. 
(3) Freedom of Transit Convention April 20, 1921. 
(4) International Railways Convention December 9, 1923. 


(5) International Statute of Danube July 23, 1921. 


Provision is made for the protection of goods of the one 
from unfair competition in the other, particularly against 
that arising from false indications of origin; and for the 
repression of the misuse of geographical names in connection 
with wine. 

National and most-favoured-nation treatment is accorded 
in matters relative to shipping, with an exception in the case 
of the coasting trade in which most-favoured-nation treat- 
ment is to be accorded. Roumanian vessels in French 
Colonial ports are granted most-favoured-nation treatment. 

Exceptions from the treatment accorded above to shipping 
are made in the case of :— 

(1) Special advantages accorded to products of national 

fishing industry ; 

(2) privileges accorded to goods transported to and from 

French North Africa; 

(3) privileges accorded to nationals for the encourage- 

ment of a mercantile marine; 


(4) the exercise of maritime services in the ports. 


The provisions of the Convention are not to apply to navi- 
gation on internal waters which do not form part of inter- 
nationalised river systems, but in this matter the Parties 
agree to accord mosi-favoured-nation treatment. Special 
advantages accorded to Jugoslav river vessels on the Bega 
River are also excluded. | 

Shipping companies of the one Party engaged in the pas- 
senger and emigrant traffic of the other, their ships and 
passengers will enjoy national and most-favoured-nation 
treatment. 

The Convention is applicable to Algeria, and the provisions 
of the Agreement relating to Customs and internal duties, 
Customs formalities and certificates of origin, are to apply 
to French Colonies, protectorates, and mandated territories. 
The most-favoured-nation provisions of the Convention do 
not permit Roumania to claim (1) preferences granted by 
France to her colonies, protectorates and mandated terri- 
tories or by these to France or to each other, or (2) conces- 
sions in connection with transit traffic granted in Indo-China 
to frontier States. 

The parties agree to negotiate within a period of six 
months a veterinary convention. 

In the Declarations annexed to the Convention the French 
Government undertakes to recommend the use of Roumanian 
tobacco in the manufacture of French tobacco, if considera- 
tions of price permit; and to examine favourably applica- 
tions for importation of Roumanian oil and oil products into 
France.

NETHERLANDS—ROUMANIA. 


PROVISIONAL COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT. 


With reference to the notice in the ‘ B.T.J.” of 
August 14 last (page 196), the Board of Trade are informed 
that a provisional Commercial Agreement between Nether- 
lands and Roumania was signed on August 29, 1930, and 
came into force on September 1, when the Agreement signed 
in 1922 expired. The new Agreement will be valid until the 
entry into force of the definitive commercial treaty in course 
of negotiation, subject to the right of either Party to de- 
nounce it at one month’s notice after February 1, 1931. 

Most-favoured-nation treatment is accorded to subjects 
and companies of each of the Parties in the territories of 
the other in respect of their persons, property, rights and 
interests, and also in respect of all taxes and duties, pro- 
vided they conform to the laws and regulations concerning 
admission, residence, establishment, the carrying on of com- 
merce and industry, the acquisition and possession of pro- 
perty ; to the goods of each in the territories of the other in 
respect of importation, exportation, warehousing, re-export- 
ing and transit, including Customs duties and formalities; 
and to the shipping of each in the ports and waters of the 
other. 

The Parties agree, subject to the usual exceptions, not to 
hinder trade between their countries by the imposition of 
import or export prohibitions or restrictions. 

The most-favoured-nation provisions of the Agreement do 
not apply to:— 

(a) privileges accorded to neighbouring States to facilitate 

frontier traffic ; 

(b) special concessions accorded in virtue of a Customs 

union ; 

(c) privileges accorded in virtue of double taxation agree- 

ments, etc. ; 

(d) privileges granted by one Party to a third State under 

an International Convention under the auspices of 
the League of Nations, to which the other is not a 
party, except on condition of reciprocity. 


PERSIA—SWEDEN. 


TREATY OF ESTABLISHMENT, 
COMMERCE AND NAVIGATION, 


The ratifications of the Treaty of Establishment, Com- 
merce and Navigation between Persia and Sweden, which 
was signed on May 10, 1929, were exchanged on May 26, 
1930, and the Treaty therefore came into force on June 10, 
1930. It is to remain in force for a period of five years 
and in case neither contracting Party has denounced it 
six months before that date it will continue in force 
subject to six months’ notice of termination. 

Under the terms of the Treaty, nationals of either Party 
will enjoy in the territories of the other most-favoured- 
nation treatment in everything connected with commerce 
and trade, entry and residence, the acquisition, possession 
and disposal of property, and taxation and charges. 
National treatment is granted in matters of justice. 

Companies legally constituted in the territory of one 
Party are permitted to carry on business in the territory 
of the other, and will enjoy most-favoured-nation treat- 
ment. 

The Parties agree not to apply any prohibitions or re- 
strictions on the importation or exportation of goods, 
unless such prohibitions or restrictions apply equally to 
all other countries. ‘The usual exceptions to this under- 
taking on grounds of health, etc., are specified. 

Most-favoured-nation treatment is accorded in respect 
of import and export duties, Customs formalities and 
charges, also in respect of internal dues. 

Commercial travellers are to enjoy most-favoured-nation 
treatment and their identity cards are to conform to the 
type set out in the Customs Formalities Convention of 
1923. The provisions of that Convention are also to he 
applied by the Parties in all that concerns certificates of 
origin. 

Most-favoured-nation treatment of and their 
cargoes is provided for, the coasting trade and national 
fishing industries being excepted. 

The stipulations regarding most-favoured-nation treat- 
apply to the following privileges and

CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


The ‘‘ Indian Trade Journal” of October 2 contains the 
fcllowing Customs Rulings issued by the Finance Depart- 
ment :-— 

Pictures in Book Form. Ruling No. 2 of 1930, dated Sep- 
tember 12, provides that pictures imported in book form and 
printed back to back on the same sheet of paper so as to 
render their individual use impracticable are not assessable 
as ‘* pictures ’’ but exempt from duty as ‘‘ books.”’ 

Tub Steel. Ruling No. 3 of 1930, dated September 1i, 
revises a previous ruling concerning tub steel. The term 
‘‘ tub steel ”’ in Tariff No. 62 is to be taken to connote bar or 
rod made from rail or similar quality steel which has been 
chilled immediately after rolling, irrespective of length or 
mode of packing.

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR, 1931. 


ENGINEERING, ELECTRICITY AND GAS AT 
BIRMINGHAM. 

Despite the difficult times which many of the staple 
trades of the country are undergoing, there is evidence 
of a bold bid for improvement in the plans they are making 
for the next British Industries Fair (to take place in 
Birmingham and London from February 16 to 27), state 
the Birmingham Chamber of Commerce (Inc.), the 
organisers of the Heavy Section of the Fair. 

In no direction is this more marked than in the great 
engineering industries, which during some years of de- 
pression found in this national demonstration a 
stimulus to trade at home and overseas. 

British engineering products, which are shown in the 
Birmingham Section of the Fair, will occupy a big pro- 
portion of the eleven-acre floor—-second only to the Hard- 
ware Group—the chief arena of ‘‘ the City of a Thousand 
Trades’’ and many other cities and towns which partici- 
pate in the display of ironmongery, aluminium goods, 
hearth furniture and domestic equipment.

THe KELeEcTRICAL AND GAS INDUSTRIES. 


Flanking these important sections, to the east and west 
respectively, are the rival displays of modern enterprise 
in the electrical and gas industries. As already announced, 
nearly a hundred leading firms in the electrical industry 
are showing the developments of the past year in regard 
to furnaces, welding, factory and domestic heating, 
baking and the preservation of food. ; 

These advances are the subject of a direct challenge by 
gas in the west wing of the Engineering Group.  Elec- 
tricity may make its own rapid progress, but the older 
industry yields no inch to it. In friendly combat, gas 
claims superiority for many uses. 


‘There is hardly an industry in the whole country 


which dees not make use of gas in one way or another 
flor manufacturing processes,’’ said Mr. R. J. Rogers, the 


hon. organiser of this branch, to a Press representative. 
“Take, as an example on home ground, the motor 
industry. ‘The driver who sits at the wheel of his car 
may not realise the extent to which the application of 
heat has entered into the manufacture of its components. 
Still less is he aware that in the majority of cases this 
heat has been supplied in the form of gas from the Bir- 
mingham city main. 

‘In the engine unit gas plays a big part in the melting 
of aluminium for the castings; gas supplies the blow-pipes 
which dry the sand cores for the cylinder block moulds, 
and is used to a considerable extent for the heat-treatment 
of connecting-rods, valves, gears, tappets and cams, all of 
which require infinite care at temperatures minutely con- 
trolled. 

“These operations to-day are carried out under auto- 
matic control by means of modern gas furnaces. By the 
mere setting of a clock, the furnace lights itself at any 
determined time; the temperature is self-regulated, and 
the furnace shuts itself down when the cycle of heat-treat- 
ment has been completed. This type of gas furnace is now 
being used in practically all the large motor works of 
Britain. 

‘““The same applies to the manufacture of motor cycles 
and cycles. One of the largest firms in this industry con- 
sumes every three months a quantity of gas that would 
satisfy the requirements of a moderate-sized town for 
lighting and heating purposes during a whole year. Gas 
is also used to a considerable extent in the production of 
food and of newspapers, and trade visitors to the Gas 
Section of the Fair will have much to see and learn in 
the most recent applications of research work and experi- 
ment to industrial processes where efficiency and economy, 
in combination with the regulated supply of heat, are 
basic considerations in production.”’

BRITISH EMPIRE TRADE EXHIBITION, 
BUENOS AIRES. 


One more has been added to the long list of privileges anq 
exemptions from existing regulations granted by the 
Argentine Government to the great British Empire Exhibj. 
tion, which will be held next March and April in Bueng, 
Aires, reports the London Office of the Exhibition. 

Under existing laws any person wishing to enter Argep. 
tina must produce a medical certificate showing that he or 
she has been vaccinated within the last seven years. The 
newly-formed Argentine Government is now about to issue q 
decree exempting from this regulation all first and second 
class passengers connected with the Exhibition, or tourists 
arriving in Argentina to visit the Exhibition. 

This concession will be of interest to many of the large 
number of business men and others, in many cases accom. 
panied by their wives and families, who will be visiting 
Argentina during the period of the Exhibition, and at the 
time of the Prince of Wales’ visit. 

It is a further proof of the anxiety of the new Govern. 
ment of Argentina to continue the policy of its predecessor 
in doing everything possible to encourage business and 
friendly relations with this country.
